The absurdity is not in the statement. It is in the 
fact. 


The schools are, of course, not an exception. All 
sorts of institutions and enterprises, public and 
private, have been hit in the same way by this 


paralyzing poverty of riches. We are as a people 
wealthy—in terms of reality—that we can't 
afford the things we had as individuals and as a 
people when we were less wealthy. The more we 
produce, it almost seems, the worse we are off 

It is fortunate in a way that the schools, includ- 
ing the colleges and universities, are feeling the 
pinch. For it is to these institutions, to those who 
teach and study and conduct research work there, 
the public naturally look for a solution af the 
amazing problem of why hard times come along 
when wealth accumulates. And an answer to the 
very practical question of what we can do to pre- 
vent these periodical visitations. 

Political economy has been called the “dismal” 
science. It is by no means as “dismal” as the con- 
ditions from which the country is suffering because 
we know so little about it. In the light of present 
circumstances, brought about directly by the in- 
crease of wealth, there is no subject on the curri- 
culum—even including medicine—that holds a more 
vital human interest than this supposedly dreary 
branch of learning 

The times are a challenge to the economists, 
particularly to the economists who investigate and 
teach in our institutions of higher education. It is 
“up to” them to tell us why the times are hard 
when the storehouses are crammed, and what we 
can do to prevent this abundance-depression hap- 
pening again

THE ROYAL WILLIAM 

On this date, in 1831, a vessel 
was launched at Quebec by Lady 
Aylmer, wife of the then gover- 
nor general, which was destined 
to make real history. Old Que- 
bec was en fete; it was a public 
holiday; the band of the 32nd 
Foot played; the gunners at the 
citadel, on which the British gov- 
ernment had just spent two mil- 
lion pounds, fired a salute; Lady 
Aylmer took a bottle of wine, 
wreathed in a garland of flowers, 
and throwing it across the bows 
of the new vessel, said “God bless 
the Royal William and all who 
sail in her.” Then easily there 
slid into the water of the Si. 
Lawrence, near the spot where 
Wolfe breathed his last on the 
Plains of “Abraham, the vessel 
which was to win eternal fame as 
the first to cross the Atlantic en- 
tirely under her own steam. 

She was not intended for ocean 
trade; her route was to be be- 
tween Quebec and Halifax, just 
a coasting vessel. For a while she 
did well, but then the cholera 
came and she got into quarantine 
difficulties She was degraded 
into a tug and excursion steamer, 
but was saved by being sent to 
Boston, where the band at Fort 
Independence played her in to the 
tune of “God Save the King,” ke- 
cause she was named after the 
sailor king (who had visited Que- 
bec naval officer in 1787) and 
the first of all 
steamers enter an American 
port flying the Union Jack.

England to be sold. She left Que- 
bec August 5, 1833 (a century ago 
this year), called at Pictou for 
coal and sailed from there on the 
18th with the prosaic clearance: 

“Royal William, 363 tons, 36 
men. John McDougall, master, 
British. Bound to London. Cargo, 
254 chaldrons of coal (nearly 400 
tons), a box of stuffed birds, and 
six spars, the produce of this 
province. One box and one truck 
household furniture and a harp, 
all British, and seven passengers.” 

She had hardly reached the 
banks of Newfoundland before 
she ran into a great storm; her 
engine was disabled; she began to 
leak and the engineer came up to 
tell the captain that she was sink- 
ing, but brave Scot as he was, 
McDougall held his course, started 


the pumps and kept her going 
with only the port engine (che 
was a side-wheeler) and reached 
London 25 days from Pictou. 

She was sold in London for 
£10,000 and was chartered, crew 


and all, by the Portuguese gov- 
ernment. In 1834 she became a 
man-of-war under the Spanish 
flag and two years later, on May 
5, 1836, under the Spanish name, 
the Isabella Segunda, she made 
another record. When the British 
Legion, under Sir deLucy Evans, 
attacked the Carlists in Sebastian 
bay she stood in towards the 
Carlilsts’ flank and fired the first 
shot ever fired by a steaming 
vessel in action. She continued 
in the Spanish service until 1640, 
when she was sent to Bordeaux 
and ended her days as a hulk.

The Passing Show 


By J. S. Cowper. 


The Canadian press has had reference of late 
to peace-time spying, with the conviction of an 
officer of the Scots Guards for supplying informa- 
tion to Germany and the Moscow trials for sabotage 
and espionage. But we get very little definite in- 
formation about the methods of the espion. Pro- 
fessional spies who served in that most daring of 
services in the Great War keep silent while mil- 
itary and naval heroes and fiying aces write 
volumes in contradiction of one another where they 
cannot eulogize, or have monthly magazines de- 
voted to their praise. The spy, on the other hand, 
must keep silence about his—frequently it is her— 
identity methods and exploits or find his occupa- 
tion gone. 

Hitherto much of what we have learned about 
spies and their work has come from the uncertain 
source of the fiction writer. Recently a book was 
published, and reference made to it in this column, 
by the German naval Captain Von Rintelen, who 
was in charge of espionage and destruction work 
in United States. Now comes a book, from no less 
an authority than Major Georges Ladoux, former 
Chief of the French Intelligence Service and or- 
ganizer of the “Fifth Bureau” which had charge 
of counter-espionage work during the Great War. 
It is called “Marthe Richard the Skylark” and tells 
the story of the exploits of the greatest woman spy 
France had. 


For those who may wish to read more than can 
be contained in this column the book is published 
by Cassells of London and Toronto. 

* %* % 

It was Major Ladoux who ran to earth and ar- 
rested the Japanese courtesan and dancer Mata 
Hari, commonly regarded as Germany's greatest 
woman spy, though he says he regrets her death 
before the firing squad “because her life would 
doubtless have been more useful to us than her 
tragic end.” The Major does not share the popular 
estimate of Mata Hari's skill as a spy. He thinks 
Germany as well as France produced far better 
agents than Mata Hari, and recalls that she was 
nicknamed “Versager,” that is “the dud,” by her 
espionage chief, the “Frauleen Doktor” of the Ger- 
man G.H.Q. He makes it clear that in his view 
Mata Hari and Marthe Richard are not to be com- 
pared in their skill and talent. 


One great distinction differentiated the two 
women spies. Mata Hari was of Dutch allegiance, 
working for gain; Marthe Richard was a French 
woman, working to avenge the loss of a husband 
and handing over to the “Fifth Bureau” to finance 
other espionage work, the Gérman wealth she re- 
ceived for her work. 

Marthe Richard was France's leading woman 
flyer at the outbreak of war, holding the women’s 
records for distance and duration. She wanted to 
raise a corps of women flyers for combat and 
scouting work. She frequented aviation camps and 
questioned flyers so much that Major Ladoux 
first heard of her as a subject for suspicion. Born 
in Alsace and speaking German fluently, her in- 
terest in flying led his agents to investigate her. 
When they reported her as a remarkably intelligent 
and high-spirited woman, desirous of serving at the 
front as a man, if she could engage in the war in 
no other way, Ladoux approached her with a pro- 
posal to engage in counter-espionage work. She 
asked for a week in which to consider. Before the 
week was ended she was a widow, keen to serve 
to avenge her husband's death. Ladoux decided to 
send her to Spain to spy on the German prop- 
aganda and espionage organizations in Madrid, to 
learn how the submarine campaign in the Mediter- 
ranean was conducted from there, and the secret 
of the secret inks used by the Germans. Thus 
Marthe Richard's career as a spy began 


She had youth, beauty and good clothes as a 
lure when she established herself at a summer 
hotel in San Sebastain. Her greatest asset was her 
intelligence, backed up by a remarkable tempera- 
ment—for a Frenchwoman. She had complete con- 
trol of her reflexes, imperturbable to a degree 
where she seemed to have no nervous and cir- 
culatory systems. She was instructed to conceal 
her knowledge of German. With 800 francs, a 
quarter of Ladoux’s appropriation for the month, 
Marthe set out to pit her wits against those of the 
German agents in Spain. 

It didn’t take long for a couple of woman- 
hungry German sub-officials restaurant to 
strike up an acquaintance with the pretty young 
woman. She told them her father was a Swiss and 
her mother a Turk. Nor did it take Marthe long 
to transfer her charms to the head of the naval 
branch, who appears as “Baron Von Kolberg,’ when 
the Baron fell for her talents and besought her to 
engage on his staff in spying on the French. For a 
couple of years Marthe enjoyed rich emoluments 
from the Baron who made her his travelling com- 
panion, for the information she secured him. The 
information was accurate enough. It came through 
Ladoux, who saw to it that it was just too late th 
be of effect. Nevertheless it gained for Marthe 
the reputation of a useful agent.

French agent, a porter in the hotel, to aid her 
Marthe during the time she Von Kolberg’s 
confidante and agent, worked to defeat his plan 
She procured for Ladoux samples of the reagent 
used for reading messages in sympathetic ink 
sent information (which unhappily was not ac- 
cepted as truce) about the impending intensified 
submarine warfare, she secured the destruction of 
U109 off the coast of Malaga, she procured the 
arrest and death of a German agent in France and 
the imprisonment of two others, she frustrated the 
plot to destroy the Argentine wheat crop by a 
weevil she brought by mule trip over the 
Pyrence 
tion sheds, under the guise of carrying out an in- 
cendiary act 

Ladoux had a false report circulated of the 
destruction of an aviation camp, for which Marthe 
and the Nuremberg “toys” got the credit. She en- 
deavored to capture Von Kolberg and deliver him 
by airplane in France, but failed owing to the 
plane not arriving for her air meet. She did secure 
access to his private papers and before leaving him 
had a woman's satisfaction of telling Von Kolberg 
to his face of how she had hoodwinked and be- 
trayed him, She capped her career of adventure by 
making adventurous escape through the net 
which the Spanish authorities laid for her at the 
instigation of “Von Kolberg” and got sufely back 
to France. Marthe is now the wife of a wealthy

Egyptian Telephone Offi- 
cial Has to Resort to | 
Map of World 


Edmonton, one of the newest cit- 
{es of the New World, spoke over 
the long distance telephone today 
to Cairo, one of 
the oldest cities of 
he Old World, in 
a direct hook-up, 
when J. D. Baker, 
deputy minister of 
telephones and 
general manager 
of the Alberta gov- 
ernment system, 
exchanged = greet- 
ings with Mr. Tut- 
tle, officer-in-charge of the Egyp- 
tian Government Telephone service | 
at Cairo, The hook-up was a sur 
prise to the Cairo man, who at first 
could not believe that he was talk- 
ing direct with Edmonton, Alberta, 
ten thousand miles distant, but} 
Alex M. Mitchell, comptroller of the | 


Alberta Government Telephones, 
and Walter B. Ferguson, traffic sup- 
erintendent, who also spoke with 


him. soon convinced Mr. Tuttle that 
he was in direct communication 
with Edmonton. 

“I'll have to lok it up on the map. 
I didn’t know you had such a good 
system out there in the wild and 
woolly west,” said the Egyptian of- 
ficial. 
TEST HOOK-UP 

Although many ouistanding calls 
have been made over the Alberta 
Government system this is the first 
time that Cairo has been connected 
up with Alberta by tclep hone. The 
call was in the nature of a test 
hook-up, and to mak> it more mo- 
mentous, it was the firs: time aj 
call‘ of any such considerable dis- 
tance has been made by an all-Brit- | 
ish route 


The cail was from Edmonton to 
Calgary and thence across Canadian 
telephone lines to Montreal and 
Drummondville, Quebec, all by 
land line. From Dr inimondville 
the call was sent oy less to 
Rugby, En,land, and from there b3 
land line to London wh re the ne 
cessary switching was done, From 
London it went back to Rugby 


transmitting station and 
across direct to Alexandria 
by wireless, and from Alex 
over the Egyptian government land 
line system to Cairo. During the 
whole time the call was in British 
territory and over British lines 

The call came through clearly 
and distinctly, and the Cairo man 
was very surprised to hear the Ed- 
monton men conversing with hin 
on the weather and other topics. He 
wanted to know about Edmonton 
and Alberta, and when he rang off 
said he was going to look it up on 
the map. 

“I want to see where you really 
are,” he said. “I'm still in a bit of 
a fog.”
